Delft in Holland, December 5. 1707. 
FTER. I had fatisfied my felf concerning that Mar- 
_ _ ter which is found upon the Tongue, and which 
we call the Thrufh, I let my Thoughts wander a little 
further upon the Confideration of the Tongue it felf, in 
order, if it were pdffibie, that I might difcover the Pores 
in the Tongue, by which that Matter is imbibed, which 
is afterwards protruded out of the Tongue •: wherefore I 
did, ask were, rejeft or lay afide ^11 my former Remarks 
about the Tongue,and having taken four diftin& Tongues 
of Oxen or Cows, I fet my Tel f to examine the Skins of 
the fame, and particularly the External Particles, that are 
upon the thicknefs of the Tongue* and where, as I con* 
ceive,is the place that admits t^e Juices into the Tongue, 
by which that Senfation is produced which we call the 
Tafte. — I ieparated thofe aforefaid External Par- 
ticles as well as I coud from thofe that lay under them, 
and obfervM that the latter, that is to fay, the Internal 
were f uraifh'd with a very great number of pointed Par- 
ticles, the tops of which, for the moft part, were broken 
off, and remained fticking in the outmoft Skin ^ and k 
has often happen'd, that when I placed one of thofe In- 
ternal Particles of the Tongue before a Microfcope, itap- 
pear'd to me, to be as 'twere a tranfparent Body, fom:« 
thing larger than a Thimble, and I coud difcover in k 
little Internal Holes or Cavities, thro 1 tirhich a greater 
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quantity of Light was admitted.tbati by the other parts § 
and I alfo imagined, that the Extreani Parts of thofe Ca- 
vims had exceeding final! Orifices in them. 

Now* that we may the better conceive an Idea of the 
forenjentloncd .protuberant Particles which are found in 
!he thkkeft part of the Tongue of an Oxc, I caufed the 
fame to be drawn juft as they they appear to the naked 
Eye, as yon may fee in J%. i. A, B > C> which Particles 
are a little, bigger than they were upon- the Tongue, bc- 
caufe thofe were a little dried up. 

Notwithstanding that I took a great. deal of pains to 
Separate, the uppermoft Skin- from the Parts that* lay un- 
der, to the end that I might view thofe latter intire and 
unbroken, yet I cou'd not bring it to bear any farther^ 
than as it h reprefcnted here in Fig. 2. D, E, F, G, H, I, 
in which Icou'd only difcover a few pointed Particles be- 
tween G ? H, and J. 

Upon viewing with a Microfcope that fpace of the 
Tongue, wiiiah is between the Protuberances, I ohferv'd, 
that v twas all over covered with a great number of ex- 
ceeding fmall riling roundneffes, that were fo clofe to one 
another, that you cou'd not put in two Hairs between 
hzm, as you fee in Fig- 3. K, L } M, 

Moreover 1 ftripp'd off the Superficies of the Tongue 
with a fharp Knife, and repeated the fame a fecond 
time* and then difcover'd. an unfpeakable Number of lit- 
tle Holes, fome of which feem'd to be fill'd, others were 
cut through length- ways. 

j%.4. w N, O, P, Q. R, S, represents one of the afore- 
mentioned thin Slices, in which we had difcover cl divers 
fmail Holes 5. the great Hole m the faid Figure at T, is 
the place where there was a little Procuberaocy like thofe 
in Fig. t. and which had been cut off- At P, Q r andR, 
r ou may obferve the place where a much greacer Protu- 
erancy had flood $. and the daik little Strokes or Lines 
between Q v and R, are thofe Particles which were cut 
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thro' length ways v and the Particles that lie near them, 
are thofe that were cut a-crofs. - ■ - ~ I did like wife 
feparace the uppermoft thick Skin of the Tongue from the 
pans that lay under, as well as I was able, to the end I 
might difcover what thofe Particles were that were placed 
iti die did Openings 5 and at laft I difcover'd In the un- 
derlying Part*, a great number of long Particles, which I 
concluded to be as long, or fomething longer, than the 
thickoefs of the uppermoft Skin, and that the Poirrs of 
thofe long Particles were flbathed into the JTmali little 
Cavi:.ks-or roundnefles, defcribed above by -Fig. 3. K y 
L. ? M. 

From this ippcarance I alto imagined to my felf, that 
when we preis our Tongues againft the Roof of our 
Mouth (in order to tafte any thing,) the aforementioned 
long Particles, the ends of which are exceeding (lender, 
prefs thro J the uppermoft Skin, which at that place is 
alfo very thin, (or to (peak more properly, is endued 
with fmall Pores or Holes) and fo receives a little Juice j 
from all which proceeds fuch a fort of Senfation, which 
we call Tafte, 

Thefe long (lender Particles appear *d fo numerous, as 
we viewed 'em thro 9 a Micrr-fcope, that no Grafs in the 
Field cou'd feem thicker to the naked Eye. See Fig. 5* 
V,W*X,Y. and at firft they flood (freight up an End, but 
by growing dry, they affumed fuch crooked Figures a&are 
reprefented between X and Y. 

Sometime ago a certain Gentleman related, as a very 
wonderful thing, that the Oxen or Cows had their 
Tongues armed with very (harp Piracies 5 but I told him 
that that oiuft neceflarily befo, became thofe Beafts had 
no Teeth in the upper Mouth or Jaw, and therefore 
were forced to prefs the Grafs with t E :d; Tongues againft 
the Roofs of their Months* -in order to break, it jo

Thefe fliarp Particles are Bones, that are bent or crook* 
ed a little, and the outward parts of themftand towards 
the inmoft part of the Mouth, and the nearer they come 
to the thickefr part of the Tongue where thofe Particles 
are to be found that are reprefented by Fig. i. A, B, C, 
the fmaller they grow, and thefe Bony Particles have ai- 
fo a thin Skin over them, 

f alfo caafed a Hog-Butcher to bring rne at feveral 
times divers Tongues of Hogs, and cut off the protube- 
rant Particles which are found at the top of the Throat; 
and I -caufed one of thofe ftnall Particles to be drawn bv 
the Painter, which appeared as large to him, as 'tis here 
reprefented in Fig.- 6. between A- and B. 

*I placed feveral »of. thefe- protuberant- Particles before a 
Microfcope, and obferv'd upoa one of the Tongues other 
(harp- pointed Particles flicking out of theiorementioned 
protuberant ones 5 whereupon I caufed it to be Painted, 
as it appeared to me, in Fig. 7. C, D, E, F,-G j the moft 
pointed part is at F, where it pierces thro' the uppermoft 
Skin, and between E and G you may obferve four Idler 
fliarp Particles of the fame Nature, 

Fig. 8* H, I, K 5 L, M, reprefents like wife one of the 
feremention d protuberant Particles of a Hog's Tongue, 
in which between K and L you may obferve (landing 
out three (harp- oointed Parts, and at M a fourth $ and 
*twas moreover all eover'd with the foreraention'd Tu- 
mors or RoundnelTes. 

Furthermore, after feveral Difle&ions of the faid Par- 
tides, I made a fhiftto feparate the uppermoft Skin of 
the faid Particles, and viewing divers of them with a 
Microfcope, Icou'd perceive that each of 'em were of a 
different Figure 5 but all agreeing in this, that they were 
arm'd with an unconceivable Number of painted Parti- 
cles, which lay, as 'twere all involved or hid in the 
Skin 1 and thefe, as I imagine, are endued with a Power 
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(when the Tongue is pr*ft againft the Roof of the Mouth) 
to produce theSenfation ot T.u1e. 

jF/g. 9. N, O, P, CL R, fhj^/s yon one of thofe Pro- 
minent Parts, as 'twas deveikd of its Skin, and as well 
as the Painter coud defcribe it • and alrho* the Points 
that (kick out feem to be very b'unt, yet I fancy if one 
were to fee them in their true State and Nature, they 
would be very fharp^ and the reafon why they don't ap- 
pear fo now, is that the Poims are probably broken off, 
and remain flicking ,n the Skin. 

A did Kkewile view the Tongues of Hogs "in thofe 
Parts where there were no Protuberances, even to the 
end of the Tongue;, and with great wonder always difc 
cover'd a mighty Number of very (lender long Particles^ 
which always run into a fharp Point at the end, juft as 
any Needles do appear to the naked Eye. 

Fig. io* S, T, V, W, X, repreferts a very frnali Par- 
ticle of the Tongue, with three Protuberances on it • 
which being dryed, appeared fo ftanding out as is descri- 
bed, each of them having four pointed Particles., one of 
which at W, wasfkanding out much higher than the 
reft 5 all thefe unevenneiTes out of the Skin are oecafibn 5 d a 
as I conceive, by reafon that the Parrs, in which the fai& 
Chafp-pointed Particles, are as 'twere riveted or faftned, 
lying lengthways, do not equally [brink in, in the dry- 
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After all thM took a very fharp Razor, aid therewith 
cut oif from the Tongue a few Slices as thin as i coifd 
poffible, and placed them before the Microfcopes,in order 
todifcover how the aforementioned pointed Particles lay 
an the Skin. 

Fig, ix- A f B, C,D, E, F, G, reprefents one of thofe 
fmall Slices of the Tongue. 5 in which at D, E, F, lobfer- 
ved three (harp Particles 5 and that which was defcribed 
by : E, had four pointed Particles toother 5 and who 
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kaows but in D and F there may be other fharp Partic 
(hut up in them- 

In the (aid. Fig, by H 5 H, H, B, H, H, are reprefented 
ten Particles, in which the (harp Points are placed, which 
were partly- cut off, and whicn appear'd to the Eye lik 
lb many Cavides $ hot which proceeds alone, in my Opi- 
nion, from hence, that the Matter with which thofe Parts 
were filfd, was drycd in 5 for thofe Parts were not 
drawn in by the Painter, but at the end of feveral days 
after the? were cutoff from the Tongue. 

FcrafoitiCh as thofe Parts of the Tongue are not of 
equal bignefs* nor doftand equally clofe to one another, 
I caufed to be drawn another little piece of the upper 
part of the abovementioned Tongue, as you may fee- in 
Fig* 12. where I, &, L ? M, are thofe Partidks frcm 
which the very (harp Points are cut off, and M, M, O, L 
the {harp* pointed Particles themfelves, which appear 
here very plainly to- the Eye. 

Now when I ftroked my Finger upwards and down- 
wards over that part of the Tongue, where the fore- 
mentioned pointed Parts are found in great number, in 
order to difcover the Sharpneffcs thereof, I mufl own, 
that I coifd perceive no more roughnefs than if I had 
been feeling a piece of Velvet. 

Now when I perceived, that a great number of very 
(lender and fharp pointed Particles had no hardnefs nor 
ftiffnefs in them* I began to think whether thofe Parti- 
cles that are reprefented in Fig. 11* by H, H, H, or in 
Fig. 12. by I, K, L, M, may not be ftieathed up when 
they are at reft, and forbear to exert their Sharpnefs, or 
to thrtift themfelves out of the Skin, but onlv at fuch 
times when the Senfatibn of Tad: is to be excited 5 for 
how can one conceive, that: fuch loft Parts ihouid be 
^ble to withftand ail thole Motions which are produced 
In them by the Tongue, both in eating and other Occa- 
sions : Moreover it came into my Thoughts, that when 
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the Butchers kill the Hogs? the pain that is caufed by t! 
Wounds they then give them, might alfo force tho 
(lender foarp/pointecftarticJes to «&c out of the place, 
of the reft. 

I difcover'd like wife a great many round protuberant 
Particles between the faid Particles, the Diameter of 
which was twice as big as of thofe in Fig. 12, between 
Kand L^ and when the Skin came to dry,. I cou'd difco- 
ver in a .great many Places, the external or (ticking out 
Membranes drawn inwards in fuch a manner, that one 
wou'd take 'em for Valves. 

From this appearance I began to confider, whether 
thofe fort of Particles were not made for the difcharging 
the Tongue of its fuperfluous Matter $ and the rather,be- 
caufe I had oftentimes obferv'd, that thofe Veffels had 
nothing included in them, but a moiftnsfs which moftly 
evaporated, and left as 'twere an empty place behind it, 
which extended it felf as far as the thicknefs of the Skin. 

After I had brought my Obfervations thus far, I de* 
termin'd to feparate the uppermoft Skin frorn^be Pat ts 
that lay under, which I brought topafsin fmali Parcels 5 
and when I had divided fuch an upperoioft Skin, 1 cut 
from it, (in that part where it had been united) with a 
(harp Razor, feveral Scaley Particles, which having pla- 
ced before the Microfcope, I obferved with wonder a 
great Number of Holes or Cavities, which when they 
were placed Qppofite to the fight appear^ wider, but 
when removed from the fight narrower, fo that each Ca- 
vity feem'd to be of the Form of a Tap or Funnel 5 and 
forafoKxch as eaqh of thefaid Cavities had, as it were, a 
Body faft about them, I concluded, that thefe were cer- 
tainly thofe^Pairts which in Fig. 11. aredefcribed by H, 
H, or in Pig. 12. by I, K, L, M, and that they were bro- 
ken of from their bottom or part that lay under them, 
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Now the better to receive the aforementioned Part?, I 
caafed a fmali Particle of 'era to be drawn, as you may fee 
in Fig' i^ between P, QandR. 

From thefe Difcoveries I confidered with my felf, whe- 
ther thofe (harp- pointed Particles in Fig, to, ir, 12, 
might not proceed out of thofe hoUowneffes that are re- 
prefented in Ftp 1 3. For my further SitisfaAion there- 
fore, I cut off a (mall Slice with a {harp Razor, from 
that part from which £ had cut off Fig. 13. before, and 
placed k before a Microfcope and obferved, that for fo 
mapy Cavities which I had found in Fig. 13. as many 
pointed Particles appeared in this, having their Roots, 
or being faftned into a Fleflby Subftance tying under the 
uppermoft Skin 3 and forafmuch as the iaft mention 'd 
Particle with its- Points flood oppofite to the fight, I cot 
ctF a fmali Slice of it, and placing the pointed Particles 
yppermeft, Icau r ed it to be drawn as in Fig. 14. A, B, C, 
D, E, F,G, of which D,£, F,-G, A, are thofe Parts that- 
are placed in Fig. 13. of which, fame are bent crooked, 
which I fuppofe is-not their natural State, but what has 
been acquired either by my handling, or by their grow- 
ing dry and flirinking 3 as alfo that the pointed fbarp 
Parts, reprefen ted in Fig. to, ir, 12. are joyned together,, 
and in the fepatating of the uppermoft Skin, the tops of 
'em are either broken off, or remain flicking in the faid 
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In Fig. 14* by A, B, C, D, is delcribed a very fmali 
part of the Flefh of a Tongue, in which thofe pointed 
Particles are as 'twere planted, and in which, the Pain- 
ter cou'd juft perceive fome roundifh Particles, which he 
has reprefented as be faw them, and which Particles f 
conclude a*e Particles of Fleih that were cut through 

aerofe. 

I next turn'd my fhougfetsto^tlie Examining how the 
pointed Particles in Fig. 14. D, E, F, G, A, were difpofed 
33 the parts of the FJefh 5 whereupon, I cut acrofs the

flefti of the Tongue in that pa*tof it, where the point- 
ed Particles are rooted in, and obferved oftentimes, that 
when I came to a pointed Par icle, juft where it was 
planted in the Flefti, it did confift of 7 or 8 Particles of 
Flefti, and fonaetimes more, that infionated themfelves 
between the parts of the Flefti of the Tongue 3 and the 
long Flefti Particles of the Tongue (which did as 'twere 
furround the pointed Particles thac are rooted in the. 
Flefti) appear'd to be Analagous to thofe perpendicular 
VefTels in Wood, which do alfo, as it were, incompafs the 
Horizontal Veflels, of which i have formerly given you 
an account. 

Now when I obferved that the pointed Parts defcribed. 
by E, F, G, in Fig. 14. did confift of feveral Jong Flefn 
Particles, I began to confider, whether each of thofe long 
Flefti Particles, did not end in fuch Points as in Pig. «, 
are reprefented by D, E, F. 

Fig. 1 5. H, I, K, L, M, reprefents a very fmall piece 
of the Tongue of a Hog, fo as it appeai'd through the 
Microfcope, in., which you may obferve five particular 
Particles wMch had beea cut through acrofs 5 in fome 
little Slices I have obferved feven fuch roundifb Flefti 
Particles : The long Particles, which are extended from 
L to K, and from M to I or H, and which encompafs die 
foremention'd Particles, are the Flefti parts of the 
Tongue. 

1 did moreover cut through lengthways fome of thefe 
pointed Particles, defcribed in Fig. 14. byE,F, G, juflrat 
the place where they arefaftned into the Flefti, in order f 
if it were poffible, to difcover how deep thofe Particles 
were rooted into the little Mufcles of the Flelh, but I 
could profecute my Defign but a very little way. 

I earned the Painter to draw one of thofe very fmall 
Particles, fo as it appeared through the Microfcope, and 
as it is reprefented by Fig.16. N, O, P, Q., R$ and where- 
as in the foregoing Fig. 15. the Flefti Particles are de- 
ft 2 fcribed 
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fcribed, cut through lengthways, here the fmall Mukles 
of Ffera are re:prefented cut through acrofs 5 and the faid 
Flefli Mufcles, altar as the Painter could perceive them, 
appear to be four in number, viz,, one Juft by N, ano- 
ther by O, the third by P, and the fourth by Q. 5 and 
thofe Particles which run in length from R to O* or "from 
Qro P, are the Flefli Parts of thofe pointed Particles, 
which, as I faid before, go in between the Flefh Par l> 
cles^ but 'twas impoffible for me to difcover how far 
they go in 3 I had enough to do to place them in this 
manner beiore the Eye of the Painter, and I have wifti'd 
more than once, that 1 could get them fo, drawn as they 
appeared to me 5 for the Parts dry away fo faft whilft I 
Mi viewing them, that they do in a manner difappear 
before I deliver. them to be drawn by the Painter. 

Amongft others I obferved the pointed Particle, which 
was flit in two, one part of it fpreading it felf to the 
Right, the other to the Left of a little Flefli Mufcle -that- 
was cut through acrofs* 

It will appear very ftrange to fome People, what I am 
going to fay of thefe fmall Mufcles of Flefh, viz. that 
according to the beft Judgment I could make of their 
Magnitude to my Eye,as the Diameter of a Hair of one's 
Head gives one, fo the Diameter of one of thefe Mufcles 
of Flefh gives two: Yea, I havefeen a Flelh Mufcle that 
I had cut acrofs as it lay in its length, which at both the 
Ends was no thicker than a fingle Particle r of Flefh, but 
in the broadeft part of it had fix Flem Particles, and in 
the middle of the fix there lay part of a feventh Flefh 
Particle, and fo made the likenefs of a Weaver's Shuttle - y 
and this Flefti Mufcle lay furrounded with the Flefli 
Mufcles that lay in their length. 

Now, when we often fee that t he Diamete* of one of 
thefe little Mufcles of Flefli (Tuch a one as is defcribed in 
■Fig. l'6i byN, Oor P; does not exceed two Hairs 
-ii-eadth of one's Head 5. and when we compute that fix 
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fiundre4 Breadths of a Hair does not exceed the Dia» 
meter of one Inch 5 it follows, that goo Diameters ©f 
thefe fmall Mufcles is but equal to the Diameter of one 
Inch j and confequently then, that 90000 of the fa id 
fmall Mufcles of Flefh make no more than the thicknefs 
of one Inch. 

Thefe long Flefh Particles, which compofe the Muf- 
cles of Flefh, are hkewife themfelves compofed of abun- 
dance of fmaller Particles 5 but how unfpeakably fmall 
then muft thefe Particles be, oi which the whole Bundle 
is made up. 

One muft alfo confider, that thefe long Flefh Pari* 
cles are ' not round, but each affumes fuch a Figure, as 
fuits beft to the others, to which 'tis foyned, and foas 
to leave no fpace nor Vacuity between them, infomuch 
that I have feen fome of them that were in a manner of 
a Triangular Figure. 

$ow forafmuch as the: Particles reprefented by Fig 
15 and 16, were in a manner dryed away before th( 
Painter cou'd fix his Eye upon them,! bethought my feif 
of an Expedient to place them . before his Eye, even 
whilft they remain'd moift and plump. 

Fig.ij. AyB, C, B, E, F, GjG,G, H, I, Kj L, M, reprefents 
a fmall piece of the Tongue of a Hog, in which the point- 
ed Flefh. Particles that in Fig. 14. are defcribed by D, E 9 
F, G, AJ appears to be coming out or rather foyned to 
and faftned in thofe parts which are (hewn by G, H, F, 
S, L, M, and the Tips or Points of 'em are alfo broken 

off. 

This little piece was cut off 5, from a different part Of 
the Tongue than the foregoing $ and you muft obferve, 
that you may often cut Slices from the Tongue, without 
being fo happy as to cut the Particles lengthways. 

Yon may fee how thofe forementioned Particles fpread 
themfelves amongft the vaft number of little Flefh Muf- 
cks which areall cat acrofs 5, and you may like wife per- 
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ceive how the other Particles cut lengthways, and de 
fcribed by G, being divided into two Branches at th 
top, are joyn'd in one a little lower, and then afterwards 
divide themfelves again, and fo continue, till they are cut 
off at F and D 5 in like manner thofe Particles cut length 
ways, and defcribed by H, I, K, are prefently joynedand 
foon after feparated again, as you may fee at C and E^ 
and again, other Particles of the fame nature, reprefent- 
ed by-K, L, M, are united, and a little above B, G, are 
again disjoyned 5 and between the faid C and B, is ano- 
ther miall Particle, which is alfo divided. 

The Painter told me, that in drawing he coud per- 
ceive Holes or Cavities in thofe Particles, which are de- 
fcribed to be cut lengthways* but as I cou'd not be fure 
of that, I chufe father to give, them the name of Flem 
Particles, whofe inmoft parts are as 'twere fhrunk in wards 5 
and how many foever cuts.1 made in the Tongue, the 
Phenomena or Appearances thereof were always various, 
yea, fo much' that we were quite aftoniflied at it, and if 
I. cou'd reprefent them to any other Bodies Eyes in the 
fame manner as I faw 'em my felf, they wou d cry our, 

What Wonders are thefe ! 

Between thofe Flefla Particles that are cut. thro' acrofs, 
and which arc funrounded by the other Particles that 
are cut thro' lengthways, you may obferve, that'feveral 
of them are diftinguifhed from the reft by a darker Circle 
of the red Pencil, which Circle you moft fuppofe to be 
little Membranes that encompafs the fmall Mufcles of 
Flefh, which fmall Mufcles are lifcewife in partreprefent- 
ed by G, G, G. 

I have often thought that our Tafte proceeds alone 
from the Tongue $ but within thefe few days, I am be- 
come of another Opinion ; for when I viewed that part 
of the Roof of the Mouth, oppofite to the top of the 
Throat, where the notch'd or Jagged parts of the Hog's 
Tongue are determined, I judged that that was the place 
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from whence the Head did partly difcharge it feif, and 
the Matter to be caft out, which comes into the Mouth 
without its proceeding from the Lungs 3 as alfo that there 
are a great many parts in it, which receive the Matter 
which we call the Tafte : but this wmts a further En- 
quiry*

Remember that fome time fince, I promifed to fug* 
geft a thing to the Society relating to the Migration 
ot Birds, which I conceive may^ conduce to the. Difco ve- 
ry of that pretty Vh&nommon 5 and I am forry I forgot 
it till the Jynx (juft now come) hath brought it to my 
"Thoughts. The Bulinefs I would humbly recommend 
1% That the Member&of the Society aa over the Realm, 
would themfelves, or procure their inquifitive Friends to 
obferve, and note down the very Day they firft fee or 
hear of the Approach of any of the Migratory Birds* 
And it may be convenient alfo to obferve how the Winds^ 
fit at the fame tiktie, efpecklly towards the Sea*coafts« 
The feveral Qbfervations ought to be communicated to 
the Society Which when compared together, we may 
probably make a good goefs which way thofe Birds come* 
whether fromward the Eaft, or any other Point. The 
Jjfffx or Wryneck (for inftance) which I take to be- no* 
doubtedly a Bird of . PaiTage, I firft heard this Year on 
March 29* the Wind Southerly, or S. Wefterly that and 
the preceding Day 5 but Eafterly before. The Cerffa*
